OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 14. — The 

United States will take its place 
among the score of trading na- 
tions receiving most favored na- 
tions treatment from the Do- 
minion. 

While the new reciprocity 
treaty is not a most-favored-na- 
tions treaty in actuality, i¢ will 
be so in many respects. The 
Canadian concession to Washing- 
ton is largely the intermediate 
tariff applied to a long list of 
American commodities, and in 
return Canada will be given a 
wider entry for her natural pro- 
ducts. 

The American. barriers will be 
lowered on lumber, wheat, 
dairy products.

Despite below zero weather which kept many voters 
from the polls, Mayor J. A. Clarke was re-elected for a 
second term on Wednesday by a majority of 4,807 votes 
over his nearest rival, Ald. R. V. Bellamy, with the other 
two candidates, Morris Baker and F. J. Speed, hopelessly 
trailing. Final figures gave Mayor Clarke 11,120; Ald, 
R. V. Bellamy, 6,313; Morris Baker, 2,330, and F. J. Speed, 
73. There were 148 spoiled ballots and the total mayoralty 


vote was 19,984. 
Five Chosen Aldermen 

With him Mayor Clarke carried into office the five alder. 
manie candidates for whom he asked support of the elector- 
ite, the aldermen clected on Wednesday being Ald. Margaret 
Crang, Edmonton's 24-year-old girl barrister who headed the 
poll for aldermen; FE. East, Guy Patterson, Walter W. 
Clevely and Charles Gould 

Of the successful aldermanic candidates Ald. Crang was 
nominated by Labor, Walter Clevely by the Civie Youth 
Association which sponsored Mayor Clarke, and Messrs, Bast, 
Patterson and Gould by Social Crediters 


Increases Personal Vote 


Although the vote for the mayoralty election was 7,699 
less than the mayoralty vote for 1935, when a total of 27,685 


votes were cast, Mayor Clarke increased his personal vote 
by 1,143. Tn the 1935 eleetions he polled a total vote of 9,977, 
to win by 402 votes over Ald. J. H. Ogilvie and by 3,981 votes 
over Mayor D. K. Knott, who held the seat in 1934 for the 


third term 
Victory Seen Early 

From the closing of the polls the was not in doubt, 
poll after poll piling up Clarke majorities. In only three polls 
in the West End and two in Garneau were majorities for Ald. 
Bellamy recorded, the balance of the polls from every section 
of the city adding to the steadily growing Clarke majority, 
so that early in the evening Ald. Bellamy conceded his defeat 
and went to Mayor Clarke's committee rooms to congratulate 
the winner

mayoralty opponents shook hands and in a neat speech dur-

The Appeal Court of Alberta has declared 
the federal Livestock and Livestock Products 
Marketing Act to be ultra vires; that the pro- 
vincial legislature, not the Dominion parliament, 
has jurisdiction in such matters. 

The Act thus goes by the board so far as this 
province is concerned, and all the schemes 
formulated under it are without lega] sanction. 
The Appeal Court of Saskatchewan has already 
made a similar ruling, while in none of the 
provinces has a decision been given the other 


way. 

This is one of the pieces of legislation which 
were railroaded througly at last session of par- 
liament despite the admitted doubts of the | 
Government as to their validity and the protests | 
of opposition members that it should first be 
found out whether parliament had power to 
enact them. 

The probability is that the Marketing Act is 
as good lew as any of the other doubtful enact- 
ments.

They were in fact precisely what 
was to be expected, and they will arrive in 
larger numbers and more vociferous language 
if the terms show that the agreement opens the 
doors to any great movement of trade across 
the border. ; 
Only a reciprocal agreement that permitted 
import into either county of products such as 
cannot possibly be produced there would be re- | 
ceived on either side with unanimous spproval. | 
Since an agreement of that kind would be of 
no conceivable value to the people of either | 
country, the assumption of course is that the 
present one has some relation to the exchange | 
| 


of commodities of some practical use. Hence the 
anticipatory howling from specia! interests 
which profit through the exploitation of the 
consumers of such commodities. 

If anything were needed to show the public 
in either country that « tho:oughgoing recipro- 
cal arrangement would be profitable, it is sup- 
plied by this outburst of spprehension from the 
favored ones. Nobody gives up a dividend. 
paying privilege without protest. That the 
protests are already arriving shows where the 
special favors are to be found, and how effec. | 
tively they are operating to fleece the public for 
the benefit of the operators. 


CANADA AND BRITAIN 
No one seems to question seriously that Bri- 
tain'’s National Government will be returned in 
the general elections being held today. Accord- 
ing to the press reports, political prophets in ,

London have differed only as to the size of the 
Government's majority in the new House. That 
it will secure a majority, and a sufficiently large 
one, appears to be admitted. 

Mr. Giadstone said long ago that the Enylish 
voter does not like a coalilion government or an 
abstract idea. The present coalition however 
has succeeded in representing itself as standing 
for a very definite and practical idea, and the 
opposition groups as dealing in the abstractions 
and uncertainties. I has based its campaign 
on its foreign policy, called on the voters to 


stand by the League of Nations, and pointed to | 


the fleet in the Mediterranean as proof of its 
willingness to “risk something” for collective 
security and peace in Europe. 

That such an appeal should be successful is 
hardly surprisiug. The surprise would be if it 
failed. For the situation in Europe demon- 
strates that the League is effective only because 
it has Britain's backing, end that without the 
League there could be no such thing as an over- 
night prospect of peace. 

For Canadians the interesting point is that in 
this electoral furore about foreign politics, the 
domestic policy of the Government has got 
little attention. And that policy is one of in- 
tensifying protection and the progressive exclu- 
sion of outside products—Canadian products 
included. The return of the Government means 
that Mr. Walter Elliott wil] stay on the job, and 
continue to work out his ingenious devices for 
making the British farmer prosperous by a 
system of bonuses, tariffs and import quotas. 
Unless, of course, Mr. Baldwin puts a check on 
him in the broader interests of commercial 
expansion.

It would be interesting to get a true state- 
ment of the price in pain and sickness that 
Mussolini's men are paying in their attempt 
to rob the Ethiopians of their land. It is 
reported that 46,000 Italians have been evac- 
uated through Italian Somaliland, invalided 
from sickness so that they wil] never be able 
to fight again. The toll on the northern Italian 
army is probably much greater. With the return 
of rains disease will make increased ravages. 

Most soldiers are immunized against 
malaria and typhoi’, but there are other trop- 
ica] diseases harder to combat. 

Typhus, known also as camp or army fever, 
has a death toll of 50 to 70 per cent. It is 
carried by the bites of the body louse—the 
soldier's domestic Death comes slowly,

with much suffering, attended by bronchial 
pneumonia. Those who recover remain 
invalids. 

Cholera comes from contamination of water 
supplies and from affected food. It strikes 
with great speed, causing utter prostration. 


For the survivors recovery is slow. 

Mosquitoes carry yellow fever and dengue 
or back-bone fever. There are but limited sup- 
plies of vaccine for yellow fever. Back-bone 
fever has a low mortality rate but causes great 
and prolonged suffering. Commencing with 
severe pains behind the eye-balls accompanied 
by headaches, it develops into unbearable 
back-ache. 

Sleeping sickness is carried by the tsetse fly. 
It is a far different malady in the tropics than 
the sleeping sickness we cccasionally read of 
on this continent. It causes fever, delirium and 
paralysis. Black plague is carried by rats and 
fleas. 

It would be an unpleasant sight to see two 
or more young fellows come down in flames 
from the skies in an air duel, but the horror 
of it would be infinitesimal compared to the 
accumulated horror, loathcsomeness and suffer- 
ing endured by a disease-infested army. Bac- 
teria carried by flies, fleas, ticks, lice. 
mosquitoes and rats are more to be feared 
than fleets of airplanes and the armaments of 
man. Man and his works may yet be swept 
from the face of the earth by his insect enemies 
and their invisible aides.

Microbe hunters who trace our bacterial 
their lairs—often at the deadly peril 
of death—are the true defensive generalissimos 
of our race. They oppose enemies more tireless 
and more ruthless than any that Foch or Haig, 
Nelson or Wellington, Merlborough or Drake 
ever faced. In routing the enemy, they gay 
yet unfold for us Life’s inner secrets. 

The blood of a person stricken with yellow 
fever differs in no perceptible quality from 
normal blood. Filter it through porcelain to 
hold back the smallest microscopically visible

bacterium, and what passes through the 
porcelain is still deadly. These “filterable 
viruses” include the bacteria of yellow fever, 


smallpox, infantile paralysis, measles, distemper 
and the common cold. 

Recent research by Dr. W. M. Stanley of 
the Rockefeller Institute, with the virus of the 
tobacco mosaic—a protein which can be crystal- 
lized—indicates that the mosaic virus is not 
itself alive, but that the crystals become 
virulent when they come in contact with liv- 
ing cells 

In the light of Dr. Stanley's fliscovery, the 
old distinction between life and death loses 
something of its validity, Reason indicates that 
somewhere between the simplest atom and the 
simplest cell, life begins. Biologists have long 
suspected that the filterable viruses belong to 
this intermediate group. It may be that in the 
study of the mosaic virus, Stanley has caught 
a glimpse of the eternal miracle. Seemingly 
the dead protein crysta] kindles with the flame 
of life on touch of the living cel) 

There is much yet to be sought for, but the 
Stanley discovery of life in the making, may 
pave the way to further discovery in the 
mystery of life

Bronchial Asthma |SIDE GLANCES — By George 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY ' 

In yesterday's article, I discussed some of the 
disorders affecting the organs of breathing and 
in today’s article I am going to restrict the dis- 
cussion to one of the very common diseases, 
bronchial asthma, which disorder affects that 
portion of the breathing apparatus called the 
bronchi. Bronchial asthma is 
marked by an irritation of the 
mucous membrane lining the 
bronchial tubes and its char- 
acteristic symptom is diffi- 
culty in breathing. The name 
asthma comes-from the Greek 
word meaning “panting” and 
was given the disease because 
the patient literally pants for 
air, during an attack. 

The three main causes of 
asthma are: first, a tight dia- 
phragm; second, the formation of excessive 
amounts of stomach gas; and, third, the obstruc- 
tion of the bronchial tubes with mucus, which 
is secreted by the mucous membrane in unusual 
amounts. These are the fundamental causes 
which must exist before an attack develops. 
The membrane lining the bronchial tubes be- 
comes engorged and sensitive and this sensitive 
membrane will then be influenced by any of 
those causes which serve to excite the attack, 
such as breathing in dust, pollen, fumes, or 
cold air. However, once the underlying causes 
are removed, the exciting causes lose their 
power to induce an attack. 

The relief of asthma depends upon the de- 
velopment of a strong diaphragm. The dia- 
phragm is the strong, flat breathing muscle 
which separates the lungs from the stomach 
and intestines. In the typical asthmatic, the 
diaphragm is weak and will be unable to do its 
work in assisting the breathing process. Once 
this weakness is present, breathing will become 
more difficult for the patient as soon as suffi- 
cient gas accumulates in the stomach or in cer- 
tain portions of the intestine and the patient 
will be unable to move the diaphragm up and 
down efficiently to facilitate breathing. 

I find that many people do not understand 
the importance of bringing about a better de- 
velopment of the diaphragm for the relief of 
bronchial asthma. This is best accomplished by 
certain breathing exercises which at the same 
time produce another desirable result, which is, 
restoring the lungs and chest to normal. Usually 
the patient will try to accomplish the desired 
result through chest breathing which is a use- 
less procedure because the asthmatic will do 
most of his breathing in the top of the chest. 
The only exercises which will do the good 
required are those which teach the patient how 
to breathe in the lower part of the chest and 
how to make an active use of the diaphragm 
during the breathing process. At first, it is 
generally advisable that the patient do the 
breathing exercises in front of a mirror with the 
object of watching closely to see if the breath- 
ing movement takes place in the correct area 
which includes the lower chest and the upper 
abdomen. Instead of chest breathing, the 
patient should be taught diaphragmatic breath- 
ing. These breathing exercises must be con- 
tinued, even after the asthma has disappeared. 
The exercises which I particularly recommend 
are outlined in my artieie called Breath Control, 

In addition to developing a better diaphragm, 
it is important that the patient Jearn how to 
combine his foods so as to avoid flatulence as 
the accumulation of gas will cause an upward 
pressure against the diaphragm. Also, it is 
advisable that the patient avoid those foods 
which bring about a greater secretion of mucus, 
which foods are the starches and sugars. These 
are the same foods most likely to cause flatu- 
lence and the patient therefore gains a double 
benefit through omitting them at the beginning 
of the treatment. It has been my experience 
that asthma may be permanently relieved if the 
patient is willing to develop a stronger dia- 
phragm and is willing to regulate his diet.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1606 the first 
pageant, or if you prefer, theatri- 
cal performance, took place at 
Port Royal (now Annapolis, Nova 
Scotia). Two years before Des 
Monts and Champlain had found- 
ed the settlement where the first 
ships were built, where the first 
grist mill did its work and where 
were plented the seeds of that 
civilization which later, via the 
St. Lawrence, permeated the 
whole northern half of this con- 
tinent. 

Early ir the autumn of 1606 
dePoutrincourt had sailed down 
the coast in the hope of finding 
a milder climate than that of the 
Bay of Fundy. During his ab- 
sence Marc Lescarbot (who had 
joined the expedition more for 
the fun of the thing than because 
he was animated by the wander- 
lust which moved his compan- 
ions), decided to give dePoutrin- 
court and his party a surprise 
upon their return. 

He wrote a play to which he 
gave the name “The Theatre of 
Neptune.” and awaited the com- 
ing of the chief. As the Sieur 
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and his party prepared to land 
they saw advancing toward them 
Neptune the god of the sea, stand- 
ing in a big canoe, bearing the 
symbols of his power, and at- 
tended by six tritons who drew 
his “chariot” by smaller canoes, 
while in the rear were other 
canoes containing four Indians 
bearing fruits of the country as 
gifts to the travellers and proof 
of homage to the king of France. 

On the shore stood Lescarbot 
directing his company of actors, 
| who invited dePoutrincourt to 
land and partake of the rich fare 
| provided by the lawyer who was 
| as good a cook as he was a poet. 
The words of the pageant were 
preserved by Lescarbot in his 
“The Muses of New France.” 
Possibly the same night there was 
organied the first club in Canada, 
“The Order of Good Times.” In- 
stead of the president it had a 
steward at its head, whose duty 
it was to provide a better dinner 
than his predecessors had done 
and to see that at each dinner 
some hitherte unknown dish was 
provided

SOUND FINANCE 
Editor Bulletin: In the British 
election Herbert Morrison, of the 
London County Council, challeng- 


ed the chancellor of the exchequer, 
Neville Chamberlain, to answer 
the question, “How much money 
do you promise to spend upon 
armaments, and how do you pro- 
pose to raise it’ A most pertin- 
ent question. For there is no 
doubt whatever that the money 
will be forthcoming. 

On the other hand, consider 
what Sir John Orr, of the advis- 
ory commitee on Nutrition in 
Britain, has to say. He has de- 
clared that the provision of food 
is as much an essential of public 
service as education: that there 
are 20 million people not getting 
adequate health-giving food, and 
he suggests that 200 million pounds 
should be spent so that these 
starving people shal! be adequate- 
ly fed. Which of course ts rank 
financial heresy, for there is no 
money for that! 

Now turn to the explanation 
given by J. H. Thomas, secretary 
for the Dominions, of the upset 
of the Labor government in 193].

“Actually,” he stated, “though 
the anatomical structure of the 
human brain may be such as to 
make it impossible to distinguish 
the brain of a financier from that 
of a hobo when both brains are in 
glass jars, yet the human brain in 
different individuals possesses dif- 
ferent degrees of ability in obser. 
vation and evaluation.” 

“It is the increased ability to ob. 
serve and to correctly apply the 
results of observations that dis- 
tinguishes the man of genius from 
the common herd,” said Prof.

MANILA, Nov. 14—The survivors 
fang on wave-lashed rocks to keep 
up their spirits as they saw com- 
tades die was told here Wednesday | 
when the destroyer Peary docked 
with 34 persons rescued from boil- 
ing seas where the freighter Siiver- 
hazel crashed Sunday. 

Tales of heroism and horror re- 
vealed one woman victim went in- | 
sane before drowning and that the | 


vessel's missing captain surrender- | 
ed his life belt to a crew member, 
then disappeared while trying to 
save his pet dog. 


TWO CORPSES 

Bodies of two of the disaster's 
four victims were brought here by 
the destroyer. Practically all the 
survivors were suffering from ex- 
posure or minor injuries and two 
crew members who contracted 
pneumonia were rushed to hos- | 
pitals. 

The vessel, carrying five passen- 
gers and a crew of 49, crashed 
while en route here from San Fran- 
cisco, and it was not until yester- 
day that all survivors were rescued | 
by rafts, either from the wreckage 
or the rocks to which they clung 
four days. 


ON ROCK TWO NIGHTS 


“We were on the rocks for two 
nights,” said Mrs. Jeanne Zerfing 
of Los Angeles, one of the passen- 
gers. “The entire party joined in 
singing to keep up our spirits. Dick | 
Cook, second mate on the Silver- 
hazel, finally thought of making 
rafts from lumber on the wreck.” 

On these, the survivors floated 
out to where rescuers from the! 
Peary and the destroyer Bulmer 
could pick them up. | 


HEROIC SKIPPER 


Other survivors told how Capt. | 
H. A. Lennard surrendered his life | 
belt to an unprotected crew mem- | 
ber as the last raft was ready to | 
leave the rock for the rescue craft, 
1,000 feet away. | 

When all others were aboard the | 
raft, the captain tied his small dog | 
around his neck and plunged into | 
the water. He swam a short dis- 
tance, but the dog’s weight ap- | 
parently -~was too much, and both | 
disappeared in the turbulent waters 
of San Bernardino straits. The 
scene of the wreck is 350 miles 
southwest of here. 


WOMAN GOES MAD 

The Silverhazel’s doctor, E. L 
Nefflin-E- kins, said Mrs. Neil 
Williams of Los Angeles went in- 
sane from terror before she slipped 
off the rock and drowned. The 
other victim, whose body was re- 
covered, was Bernard C. Mc- 
Pherson, apprentice seaman.
